Document Dl, which is considered the most relevant prior 
art, discloses a fluid product -dispensing device, from 
which the subject matter of claim 1 differs in that it 
comprises a reinforcing structure. 

The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore novel 
(PCT Article 33 (2) ) . 

The problem which the present invention is intended to 
solve can therefore be considered to be that of improving 
the dispensing device and giving it stability, as well 
protecting the dispenser. 

The solution to this problem as proposed in claim 1 
of the present application is considered to involve 
an inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)) for the 
following reasons: 

The prior art does not suggest a dispenser in 
combination with a protective shell and a 
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inventive step. 
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
